This la not true of alt our younger 
generatloiL Many of them are read- 
ing good books. What the young 
readers look tor In books or niaaa- 
xtnea 1* usually what they have be- 
come familiar wllh In thcLr dally 
experiences. If they have been given 
the experiences that made them fa- 
miliar with good Ilternture they will, 
naturally, look for It. If not they will 
stay with the matter that has come 
their way. Oood taate In reading hai 
to be cvultlvated just as other 
taste* must be. 

The beginning U made with tiie 
very young. Flrat wo tell them stor- 
ies suited to their understanding 
and, enjoyment. They enjoy rhymce 
and repetition of them so MoUier 
□oose U their first classic. We read 
to these children from the atartund 
keep reading to them until they are 
able- to . do .-so. Jn. this _ wa7_wfi _ stAr t 
forming iHelr taste. 

We continue lormltH: that taslp by 
talking about good reading and 
bringing It Into the house and to the 
attention of children's taste tor 
rending. There Is plenty ot choice 
in this field aiia a 'tKoughUuI "<x- 
amlnallon ot the material In the 
paper with regrrd to Its ellect 
the children's Insle In reading could 
enlightening. The same Idea 



holds tor the magazlnea that nre 
brought Into the home. Tho.fam' 
ily's atandnrd for good rending be- 
comes tile children's standard every 
time and the school can do little 
about It. 

Of course children love storiea of 
adventure, and they ahould have 
them. The first such story given 
children might well be Stevenson's 
Treasure Island. It never grows old 
and It never falls to enthrall the 
reader. Any cheap comic will pale 
before it. Add t« it Kipling's Cap- 
tains Courageous and the boy« and 
girls win have a real feast of fine 
literature which will surely Icnve 
good taste In their mouths. 

There are not enough' homes tht. 
have enough good books for the 
children. Books seem to be the la.1t 
thing people buy for th'em yet they 
are atrons Influence* on characlcr, 
sound knowledge and good taMe. 
Buy some more.
